1* Dr. ir*g# rrar k Iko'dlG:.! contacted in Coi.iinha^en on 10 Lay 1951# Dae 
to difficulties with air connections, 1 arrived Late and joined FKLn^J%C2£JL, C- .7 
and C_ ZJ as they were having luncheon. Unfortunately, FFtUFKGEL was ill, 90 
dieousaion with him was delayed until late in the afternoon at the hoae of C Z> 
where he hud gone for a short rout after lunch* 

2# Before rejoining rRULKCilL, I learned froa the c chore that F3UESGEL beli e v ed 
the US had no intorost in his ?;ork and felt that of tor six months he should have 
received a definite answer us to our decision* He had also suggested 1 June as a 
final date for an answer, after which he would feel free to approach any flee tern 
country* He is considering presenting hie ideas either to Italy, Switzerland, or 
Sweden* FRUaNGEX himself favors Italy, but H7 intends to try to pore unde him 

to contact C. ZJ friends in Sweden* FrtULNGEL had also mentioned the fact that 
he has been contacted by military representatives of Egypt, Israel, and several 
Western countries concerning ideas for testing efficiency of weapons* The torpedo 
exploder is apparently unknown to these countries. The British have as yet shown 
no interest in fHUShCEL or his work* 



3* fihen asked for documenUtry evidence of the test firing of the torpedo, 
FROENGSL asked C. I] for his documents, particularly several photo copies whieh 
had not been sealed* There was, however, only a lettor concerning the. testing of! 
the guiding dsvioe for the glide bomb (MGK-A-24319, paragraph 5), a copy of which 
was sent re in MG^-tt-SOBl# He then stated he did have a letter, on a film probably 
in Hamburg, which stated that the torpedo exploder had been tested and that produc- 
tion should be started* He will send a copy of this letter to me* However, I feel 
sure it will be a copy of one of the letterr already in our possession (KQK-JMKttl) 
concerning the Leuohtfiach * Fruengel stated that correspondence on the leuchtfleeh 
had been scant as it was more secret than his work on the glide bomb control* 

4. The twenty torpedo exploders for the I^uchtfi3ch were destroyed by the 
Germans at the end of the war, along with documents and equipment at Echsmfaerde* 
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5# FRUEKOEL told «e ho wanted an answer from us by 1 June, eo that he coeld 
be free to approach other Western countries with his ideas* He assured me he 
itould nit knowingly have the® go to an/ Goriet controlled country* I asked hist 
if he would wait until 1 July, as I was going on leave short]/ and would not return 
until 1 June* He readily agreed, 

6* He then ruado the following ,ropoaala concerning payment, which I now find 
to be an increase in his previous estimate* (UUUJW24319* paragraph 7d). however, 
aa there was no detailed discussion of this point before, previous statements oo 
his part can hardly* be considered binding* During tho war development work; by 
FRUENGSL coat about 3/4 million marks, 30,000 of which FRDENGSL never collected, 
and is now unable to collect* He now wants us to pay the cost of the number of 
exploders we may want to buy Initially (about 12,000 iM per set; it nay be a little 
more now due to costs) and reimburse hiit Tor the 80, COO UU* Payment would 

bo madei 1/3 when tho contract is 3lgncdj i/3 wii^n the sets aro completed; and the 
final 1/3 when the exploder has been accepted* If v*e decide to accept the exploder, 
ho will make a complete settlement, giving us all rights, for the equivalent of the 
cor v of one torpedo. This he sotinauej co ce about 430,000* H3 wants this in 
Canadian dollars, aa he hopes to go to Canada eventually. 

7* in answer to this 1 told him I would pass his proposal along, but that in 
tho event we decided to teat his exploder, we would no doubt have a financial pro- 
posal of our own* This he apparently expected* 

8* FRUhtfGEL is willing to visit the US to discuss any aspects of the exploder 
(Lottchtfiach ) if it is accepted by us. 

9* Discussion about foreign iooorost in other of his idea®, et cetera, wae 
not prudent due to his illnasa and can oo taken up at a later date* 

10* £L -ZT ie anxious to get FiLUSHGLl 1 * documents out of Denmark, and FHUUNQEL 
is anxious about having them in Germany* If tney are reclamed to him, he intend# to 
leave then with an unidentified friend in Switzerland for safe keeping* H — H 
agreed, however, to keep the documents until our answer or the latest, 1 July, and 
then to turn them over to FRUJ2JCSL* The documents will be needed by FRUfiNGEL if ho 
undertakes to construct the exploder for ub. 

11* It was agreed that — 

a, KKUEKGEL will send me the letter about the Leuchtfjscb immediately 
for forwarding to you 

b„ I will contact him before 1 July to give him our decision 

Cv 3 will hold the documents for Fid : &NG£L until 1 July 



d* FRUDNGEL will draw up a Hat of all persons and present location 
who hare knowledge of the leuchtfjsch
